The sewing machine was pat- 
ented by Madersperger in 1815 
and in that same year he pub- 
lished an article describing it. 
Lacking financial support to sup- 
plement the hard work he ex- 
pended to add improvements, he 
was forced to let his patent lapse 
in 1618, 

After several other unsuccessful 
inventions, he died October 2, 
1850, a pauper. His burial was in 
a mass grave in a potters field. 

Madersperger has become far 
better known after his death, than 
any recognition he enjoved during 
his life. His sewing machine is 
preserved and on display in the 
Technical Museum of Vienna. His 
birthplace of Kufstein, 
where he spent the greater part of 
his life, and Innsbruck have all 
named streets for him 

The two first named cities also 


have monuments of him. 
The *sewing machine invented 
by Elias Howe of the United 


States was completed in 1845. For 
the next nine vears he lived in 
wretched povertv. Then with sub- 
stantial backing he successfully 


completed a series of suits in 
courts of law which charged 
others with the infringement of 
his idea. Howe at the time of 


his death was a well to do man. 
While the stamp will go on 
sale in Austrian post offices on 
September 27, its validity to pay 
Postage fees will not occur until 
the Madersperger death centen- 
tial date of October 2.

Collect Something Clean 


We often hear complaints about ques- 
tionable stamps and unpleasant issues and 
are asked what would be a good clean field 
for the collector, one in which there is little 
or no manipulation, no unnecessary issues, 
no government exploitation and little 
chance for any real dealer exptitation. 

Well, the answer to that question is 
BUREAU PRECANCELS. Now we know 
a lot of people will immediately turn up 
their nose at the word Precancels. People 
of this type have never found out what a 
BUREAU precancel is and they ignorantly 
still think of these as just precancels. 

Early this month there was a big show 
and convention of the Society of Precancel 
Collectors in Chicago. Reports from it in- | 
didicated that it was perhaps one of the best 
managed shows and most successful of any 
stamp convention. There is a reason for 
this for the collectors who collect Bureau 
precancels are smart boys and have a field 
that is more fool proof than any other 
field in stamp collecting 

Of course they lack the beauty and color of stamps of the world. 
They lack the Lions and Tigers, the railroad trains and ships and all 
the other snappy pfctures we get on a flashy lot of foreign stamps 
but they do not lack in variety and interest. Their values are more 
sound than any group of stamps any of us collect and that goes for 
early United States as well as anything else you can name. 

These are about the cleanest of stamps in the world for any collec- 
tor to collect. Their issue is under control of the Post Office Depart- 
ment at Washington. Regulations as to the sale and use of them 
are laid down by the Department. Their collection by collectors is 
forbidden in unused form. that is with the gum on them, for a pre- 
cancel is unused as long as it has gum, even tho it has been precanceled. 
The fact that the stamps must be saved without gum is a blessing. One 
can hinge a block or single without gum and without fear of ruining 
this very valuable ingredient which with some early U. S. Stamps like 
the 10c 1847, worth about a hundred thousand dollars an ounce. 

Of course some collectors have some stamps with gum. The only 
people entitled to such stamps are persons who have a precancel per- 
mit and buy them from the post office. Thus this person is entitled 
to have only the varieties that he has been able to buy at his post- 
office, Doubtless some few fastidious collectors may have collections 
or stamps with gum that they have obtained in some manner, altho 
illegally, for the Department frowns on this. Thus the approved 
stamps are the ones without gum which have presumably done postal 
duty, but any good precancel collector knows that the bulk of the 
current items are obtained and the gum washed from them. There has 
een some attempt made to have the Government permit sale of singles 
and blocks to collectors. We do not know if this has ever been granted, 
but See no harm in it as the stamps are only available for postage by 
permit holders and in towns which bear the precanceled name, thus 
if sale is permitted to the collector no harm could arise from it.

The facts are clear. The Aus- 
trian government, like others, is- 
sued stamps to commemorate the | 
75th anniversary of the Universal | 
Postal Union. here . being no} 
Austrian airmail service as such, 
the government wisely did not 
issue any airmail stamps. How- 
ever, various foreign airlines car- 
ry postal matter originating in 
Austria. Therefore, the regular 
postage stamps are valid for air- 
mail. 

This would include the U. P. U. 
stamps. So we find the 40g value, 
together with the 1 S. (100 years 
Austrian stamps) on an airletter 
sheet. The 1S. (UPU) on a spec- 
ial aircard, and the 60g. on a 
special card commemorating the 
80th anniversary of the postal 


sheet bearing the three values of 
the UPU issue. 

In the absence of any text on 
the cover, it is to be assumed that 
the government issued this in 
the regular manned. all the afore- 
mentioned stamps were printed | 
by the lithographic process. 

Then appeared the so-called | 
miniature sheet which was made | 
by cutting off the printed matter 
below the stamps. A special print- 
ing was ordered by private in- 
dividuals. It bears the text “Flug- 
post, Drucksache” in German, 
plus the English equivalent “Air- 
mail, Printed matter” and in Eng- 
lish only “Austria to the United 
States of America.” 

There is one outstanding dif- | 
ference in the stamps, probably 
the first instance in Austrian phil. 
atelic history, namely the stamps 
are not lithographed like the reg- 
ular UPU stamps, but they are | 
engraved, making this for all | 
purposes an entirely different | 
stamp. What we choose to call it, | 
a privately prepared engraved |

anics are exactly the same as 
in the U. 5., only the service ren- 
| dered by the government is re- 
versed. In the U. S. anybody is 
entitled to have envelopes of any 
current value imprinted with any 
desired name and address. There 
is only a slight charge above the 
face value of the stamps. Theo- 
retically, U. S. printers ought to 
raise a terrific howl, since the 
government is taking business 
away from them. 

There are some collectors who 
| save envelopes with the various 
|}mames and addresses (Corner 
cards). These envelopes are sold 
only to people who order them. 
Should there be an unreasonable 
demand for a particular name 
and address, the owner con- 
ceivably could demand and get 
ridiculous prices above the face 
value of such envelopes. Whether 
this is fantastic or not, depends 
on who you are on the road of 
our opening story. One _ thing 
ought to be clear. Such specula- 
tion and idiotic buying cannot 
possibly be the fault of the U. 
S. government. 

Let us reverse the service and 
we come to the Austrian im- 
prints. Instead of printing the 
name and address on uniform 
envelopes, as is being done here, 
the Austrian government does 
not sell stationery and printing 
to private individuals, in com- 
petition with private printers. In- 
stead, the individual 
the government with the station- 
ery UNTO WHICH the stamps 
are printed. If some text happens 
to be in the way, the stamp de- 
sign is printed across it. Any cur- 
rent design can be ordered, sing- 
ly or in combination with others. 
Two or more values can, and 
are, being printed in any posi- 
tion, BUT only in the’ appro- 
priate individual colors.

This has been done in Austria | 
for about 50 years and many | 
firms have availed themselves of 
this service. Since each firm used | 
different stationery, the imprint- 
ed stamps are found on a variety | 
of papers and colors. Many _ col- 
lectors include these envelopes 
in their albums, and there must 
be some suckers who have 
bought such “cut-outs” as proofs 


or essays. Is the government to 


interesting, | 


envelopes are quite 


some items are rare, some pret- 
tier than others, whether you ride | 
the donkey, walk, or carry the} 
donkey, should be up to you. 

Nobody tells you, or ought to, 
that you must co'lect these en- 
tires, or that you mustn’t. If some 
enterprising person cuts out the 
imprinted stamp and offers it 
to you as a proof on peacockblue 
paper with silk threads, then you 
are as much to blame when you 
buy it; when you collect stamps, 
you ought to know what you 
want to collect, and once de- 
cided you should know what is 
what. If you don’t you ought to 
be a member of a philatelic so- 
ciety where you always can and 
will get information and advice. 

This happens to be the primary 
function of the Austria Philatelic 
Society. ' 

If you “collect” for investment 
or speculation, then you must be 
prepared to take the chances of 
gambling, of being Taken for a 
sucker and in turn, look for other 
suckers. For such people, there 
are also clubs and elaborate pub- 
lications, not necessarily ours. 
We are strictly philatelists— 
lovers of stamps—for the sake of 
the stamps themselves and not 
for their intrinsic values. 

To get back to the UPU sheets. 
Seeing there was an interest in 
these “private” errtires; various 
societies in Austria had stamps 
printed on specially prepared 
stationery, usuallv in connection 
with some philatelic event. 
Strictly speaking such issues are 
not regularly issued government 
stamps, and never have been 
called such by anyone. Whether 
you want to collect them is up 
to you. 

Though there is 
quanity which must be ordered, 
it is very easy to make rare 
“private” issues. The minimum 
quantity is ordered, whicl upon 
delivery is reduced by burning 
to ten, five, or even one copy, 
and presto, a rarity, or at least a 
unique item is created. There

Austrian government be blamed 
| because you are a sucker? Who 
and what forces you to buy it? 
By the same token, why do some 
people become so presumptuous 
as to tell you NOT to buy it? Who 
decides what goes into a catalogue 
and why? A catalogue should be 
just that, a list showing some- 
thing. [If it is a list of govern- 
ment issues, then it ought to be 
included. If it is a list of “priv- 
ate” printings, it ought to show all 
of these. Ifa price value is given, 
it ought to be merely a _ guide, 
Must you pay what the catalogue 
says? Will you pay what the 
catalogue says, when you can buy 
for less? 

Had these UPU sheets been of- 
fered for reasonable sums, it is our 
|Opinion, there would have been 
little, if any, controversy. It 
seems the question is not the va- 
lidity of the issue, but the asking 
price for the sheets. Here is 
where the envy comes in. Very 
few people refuse to make an easy 
buck. The ones who holler the 
loudest are usually the ones who 
have been left out somewhere, or 
who are angry at not having 
thought of it in the first place. 

Nothing wrong was done by 
anyone, the whole transaction 
was legitimate, IF anybody else 
can order the same thing. There 
is a technical question, namely, 
will the Austrian government re- 
print the engraved UPU stamps 
for anybody who wants them? 
(This has been settled, since this 
Particular item has been reprint- 
ed for general sale.)

If the entrepre- 
ur found so many suckers who 
felt they missed something in life 
by not having the obviously not 
Officially issued UPU stamps, 
then we cannot help but admire 
his ability to size up a situation. 
All other arguments are based 
on envy, because there is no rea- 
son why you must have _ these 
stamps, 

Stamp collecting should be a 
hobby, not a compulsion; you 
should do what you want, and 
when you want. A stamp is good 
when you want it, and not be- 
cause we Say it is, or isn’t. 
is no law saying that you must 
have everything with the name 
Austria Om it. 

After a certain point, coliecting 
stamps becomes a matter o* fi- 
nances. Since you must stop some- 
where, stop where it is most con- 
venient for you, and not where 
you are told to stop. Forgetting 
the “private”, how many of you 
have a WIPA sheet, the rose Mer- 
cury, the black newspaper tax 
Is your collection there- 
fore inferior? Must you hide it 
in shame? Can’t you derive un- 
told satisfaction without it? If 
not, then “git from off’n the don- 
key.” Why must your collection 
contain the airletter sheet? Be- 
cause somebody said it must? And 
if you want the sheet, and are 
ready to pay $3.00 for it, why 
shouldn’t it be in your collection? 
Because somebody said it should- 
n't? Just keep it up and soon 
you will be carrying the donkey.
